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PREFACE. 


The  following  genealogical  record  of  the  descendants  of  Luther 
Foster,  Senior,  was  compiled  at  the  instance  of  Mr.  Julius  Mul- 
ford  Foster,  long  a  resident  of  Chili,  South  America.  During  a 
recent  visit  to  the  United  States  he  expressed  a  strong  desire  to 
know  more  of  his  family  history,  and  requested  the  writer  to 
gather  for  him  such  information  as  he  could  obtain. 

In  compliance  with  his  request,  a  correspondence  was  opened 
with  living  descendants  of  Luther  Foster,  Senior,  the  results  of 
which  are  herein  recorded.

We  know  that  some  of  his  children  were  born  and  mar- 
ried there. 

Luther  Foster,  Sr.,  was  the  youngest  son  of  Christopher  Fos- 
ter, and  the  immediate  ancestor  of  our  branch  of  the  family. 
He  was  born  in  South  Hampton,  Long  Island,  and  married  Ruth 
Hedges  of  East  Hampton.  He  moved  to  Montague,  N.  J.,  where 
he  resided  seven  years  and  where  the  elder  children  were  born.

His  oldest  son,  Julius  Mulford,  went 
to  Chili,  South  America,  in  early  life,  where  he  engaged  in  ex- 
tensive business  transactions  and  married  into  one  of  the  lead- 
in  families  of  the  Republic.

The  sac- 
rifice of  the  parents  and  son,  and  the  great  patriotism  they 
showed,  both  when  the  "  call  to  arms "  came  and  when  the 
terrors  of  war  were  realized,  are  incidents  in  the  history  of 
our  family,  which  show  its  greatness  and  its  worth. 

Julius  received  a  clerical  education,  graduating  from  Hamil- 
ton college  in  1833,  and  from  Princeton  Theological  Seminary 
in  1837.  He  entered  the  ministry.  He  was  pastor  of  the  Pres- 
byterian church  in  Towanda,  Pa.,  from  the  time  of  his  gradu- 
ation until  his  death.

His  daughter,  Mrs.  E.  J.  Foster  Douglas,  is  living  in  Oxford, 
Iowa.  She  has  two  children.  His  son,  Luther  A.  Foster,  gradu- 
ated from  a  Western  university,  married  and  is  now  practicing 
law  in  Mutual,  Oklahoma.  The  two  other  sons,  George,  and  Wil- 
liam who  is  married,  are  also  residing  in  Mutual.
